A NEW SEMAPHORE. 


Orders are Now Deilvered to Trainmen 
While Going at 50 Miies an Hour. 


By a new system just put in operation 
by the Erie railroad trainmen now re- 
ceive ordera whiaonthe road without 
stopping the train, as has always been 
enstomary in the past, says the New 
York Herald. As the triin dashes along 
at lightning speed there is expectancy 
and wonder among the train's crew as to 
whether or not they can catch the sus- 
pended order bag or whether they will 
miss one and be obliged to slow down 
and back up for it, a3 in the old days. 

This service is asemaphore, which con- 
fists of an upright post, set beside the 
track, Ata height equal tothat of the 
cab window, are placed two arms, about 
two feet apart, which when the sema- 
phose is set with ordera, extend towards 
the track. <A sack containing the order, 
enclosed in a waterproof envelope, is 
suspended between thearms. A signal 
to the engineer indicates that there are 
orders for him in the arms of the sema- 
phore. At nights lights indicate the 
fame thing. 

As the engine passes the semaphore 
the arms are extended at right angies to 
tne upright post, with the bag contain- 
ing the orders forthe engineer between 
them, Ifat night it shows a red light 
on both sides as the engine passea at no 
matter what rate of speed, the engineer 
reaches out his arm and catches the bag, 
which iz instantly released by the arms. 
As the condnctor also receives his orders 
at the same time asthe engineer, a sec- 
ond baz containing the orders for the 
eonducter ig suspended above the bag 
for the engineer, and when the latter 
seizes (he bag intended for him the arms 
of {he semaphore automatically move te 
a diagon | position, showing a@ green 
light at night, and the conductor knows 
that there are orders forhim. If, when 
the train has passed, the arms of the 
semaphore drop Woe vertical position, or, 
if at nignt time, white hghte are shown, 
the engineer knows that both he and 
the conductor have received their orders, 
and the speed of the train is continued. 

fhe secks containing the orders are 
attached tothe arms by elastic bands. 
which, while they serve to hold them in 
place, olfer no resistance}to the hand of 
+he enginecr or conductor. <A buil’s eye 
in theside of the signal light throws 
light upon the sacksat night. 

Kecent testa have shown that orders 
can be taken in this way with perfect 
vafety by trainmen on tr ins moving ata 
speed of tifty milesan hour. It is im- 
possible to attach the sacks to the arme 
of the semaphore in any position except 
the right one, and hence the danger to 
the trasnmen is avoided. Thus far, only 
whatare known az‘'l) orders” or, in 
other words, orders which it is not 
necessary for the trainmen to sign, have 
been delivered to Erie trainmen by this 
system, and other roada are seriously 
considering the advisability of adopting 
the plan.
